TRADE OF JAPAN. 


The following information is from the 
report by the British Commercial Attaché 
at Yokohama on the trade of Japan in 
1911:—The year has beon remarkable for 
two reasons—-firstly, that the new and 
largely increased import tariff camo into 
force in July, thus causing a large in- 
flux of anticipatory imports in the earlier 
part of the year; and secondly, that the 
revolution in China caused a,sorious dis- 
turbance in trade between the two coun- 
tries and materially reduced the exports. 
Vniter’ the eirenmsta: the wonder is not 
that the effect of these two causes was so 
great, but that it was not greater, 

Apart from the questions of the tariff 

and China the year has pnased quietly 
without many. ineideats which are worthy 
of-reeord, A great many banks and com- 
panics. uvailed themselves of the: easy 
conditions of the money market, and 
called up money on shares! and floated 
debentures, and there was a certain 
amount of activity in fhe industrial 
world. According to the Bank of Japan, 
the’ total sum subscribed on account. of 
various undertakings which came into 
existence in 1911, amounted to £24,600,000 
after making the necossary dednuetions 
on account of .enterprises which were 
dissolved or had therr capital reduced, 
and the srm actually paid up. aggre- 
gated, £10,500,000. With two exceptions 
these are the highest figures’ on record, 
so that it will be seen that the country 
is gradually recovering irom the «bad 
years it’ has passed through since the 
great boom. ‘There: was a serious storm 
and a vidal wave iu July, which caused 
a great deal of destriction in some locali- 
ties, while another severe typhoon in 
August did immense damage to the sugar 
industry in Formosa, Fortunately, how- 
ever, the chief agricultural crops, namely, 
Frice, wheat and barley, were not only) 
hetter than in the provious year, but also 
showed an increase over the average. 
Nevertheless ‘the pries of rice has been 
yery high.. In. July, befor the futuro 
of the crop could bo assured, rice touch- 
ed 20 yon fer koku (about 8s; per bushel), 
which is the highest price on. record; but 
even after the crop ‘was successfully har- 
vested, and well on into. 1012, the price 
of rice kept so consistently high that the 
problent has beeome a scrious one, for, 
as in well known, rico is the bread of 
Japan and regulates the cost of labour. 

As vogarda Korea, the bestuwal of 
pension bonds after the annexation and 
the money circulated by the payments for 
various large public works have increased 
the purchasing power of the public, while 
the feeling of security has induced many 
to produce their hoarded savings. ‘The 
reauit is that there has been @& conspicu- 
ous increase in: imports, and a promis 
market is developing’ for those who. care 
to study it, The decrease in exports is 
said to be due to the fact: that ‘the 
farmers, not being 40 hard up. for ready 
cash asin the past, have not been com- 
pelléd to sell their rico and beans: and 
are holding their’ stocks in anticipation 
of a rise in the market..

Lord Haldane, in the curse of his 
evidence said that ihe military. and 
civilian clements at the War Office. work- 
ed in’ entiré harmony, . but. this result 
could not have been attained with any 
civilians who were not highly educated 
inen, Asked by what means that 
supcrior education could be best attained, 
he roplied that, the ideal system of 
University education: would to his mind 
he what he had been familiar with in 
Scotland, here the son of a working- 
man, thanks: to the old rooted system of 
elementary education, and the much more 
complete syatem of ‘secondary education 
than existed itv England, had a chance of 
rising from the ranks through the 
secondary school or through the exten: 
sion of the primary school they had there 
te the University, “We were very. far 
from. that in England at the progent 
time; but we were improving... Ten now 
teaching Universities had been organised 
in Fnglaad and Tretand duving the last 
14 years, He thought they, would pre- 
scntly begin to pour out the needed class 
of highly édueated: persons, and to do so 
with more secess from the poorer stratum 
of the commun Until that time cine 
he thought, tn’ the interests of the State 
which must prevail over the interests of 
any class, however great, if we were to 
gel the niosi. eMcient type,of Civil Servant 
for the highest work m the Civil Serviec, 
we must look to such Universities as there 
were, and -no doubt Oxford and Carn- 
bridge, where the teaching in some res- 
pects was very admirable, to supply us 
with a very good stream of them.

Even: when, the 
bread winner, the man aa the head of 
the family, was paid. a. good salary, the 
hest salary that the Civil Service offered 
to him, he was not really bring highly 
paid; and he thoight that a woman, was 
entitled to be paid just as much, upon 
a comparison. of the standards in other 
professions. ;

CHINESE INDIFFERENCE TO 
. DEATH. 


In the Dublin Review Mr C.J, L. 
Gilson, writing on ‘Tho. Destiny of 
China,”’ calls attention to the extraordin- 
ary disregard of haman life. shown by 
the Chinese :-—- F 

The Chinese were ever a race much 
addicted to suicide.
